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CLAIMS 

1. An embossing\system, comprising: 

a base including a plurality of posts positioned on an outer portion thereof; 
a lower templateuncluding: 

a pluralimof shapes formed therein, and 

a plurality W regions on the outer portion thereof for alignment with 
the posts; \ 

an upper template including: 

a plurality ofVegions on the outer portion thereof for alignment with 
the posts and the regions of the lower template, and 

a plurality of shapes formed therein that align with the shapes of the 
lower template when the posts and the regions of the upper template and the lower 
template are in alignment, thd plurality of shapes being smaller in size than the 
corresponding plurality of regions. 

2. The embossing system of claim 1, further comprising a textured plate 
positioned between the base and lawer template. 

3. The embossing system of claim 1, further comprising a scoring tool of a size 
to fit within the shapes of the upper template and the lower template. 

4. The embossing system of claim 3, wherein the upper template and the lower 
template are removably connected to me base. 

5. The embossing system of claim 4, wherein the textured plate is removable 
from the base. 1 

6. The embossing system of claim 4, wherein the upper template and the lower 
template are hingedly coupled to each other.

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7. The embossing system of claim 4, wherein the base includes a depressed 
portion for accepting the lower template. 

8. The embossing system of claim 1, wherein the upper template is of a different 
thickness than the lowe^ template. 

9. The embossing sy^fem of claim 1, wherein the lower template has a thickness 
of about .010 inches. 


10. The embossing system of claim 1, wherein the upper template includes a 
preprinted grid for aligning tlie material to be embossed.

31. The scoring system of claiih 23, wherein each shape in one of the first and 
second templates is about .050 inches larger in cross-section than the corresponding 
shape in the other of the first and seAond templates. 


32. The scoring system of claim 23, wherein one of the first and second templates 
include a preprinted grid thereon for aligning a medium to be scored. 
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
